LONDON (AP) - 
President 


Charles de Gaulle's boycott of 
the Western European Union 
threw a new storm over the 
Continent 
today, less than a 


week before President Nixon's 
visit, 


In the latest maneuver of De 


Gaulle's little Cold war with 
Britain, France withdrew Mon- 
day from the council of the 
WEU, the seven*nation organi- 
zation that provides the only fo- 
rum in which Britain and the 
six nations of the Common Mar- 
ket can discuss cooperation. The 
council meets twice a month. 


Some commentators regarded 


the confrontation b e t w e e n 
France and Britain as a deliber- 
ate buildup for the U.S. Presi- 
dent's visit. 


- For France, it underlines De 


Gaulle's determination to lead 
Western Europe, to show Nixon 
that 
Western 
Europe 
cannot 


move without Paris, and to 
warn Nixon not to push for Brit- 
ain's entry into the Common 
Market. 


For Britain, it demonstrates 


that Britain enjoys the support 
of France's five Common Mar- 
ket allies, and it shows the con- 
viction of Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson's government that 
Britain belongs in Europe de- 
spite De Gaulle's veto. 


The crisis began building up 


last week when all the WEU 
governments except France — 
Britain, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Luxembourg — agreed to con- 
sult each other on foreign af- 
fairs and to discuss the Middle 
East at a special meeting in 
London last Friday. 


De Gaulle reportedly consid- 


ered this meeting a British ma- 
neuver to get closer political 
links with the Continent and ap- 
proach 
the Common Market 


through the back door. 


France boycotted the meeting 


and 
unsuccessfully demanded 


the 
resignation 
of 
Maurice 


Iweins D'Eckhoutte of Belgium, 
secretary-general of the WEU, 
for allowing it to be held. 


French officials said their 


government told the organiza- 
tion. Monday it was halting "all 
activities in WEUs indefinitely" 
and that France would not at- 
tend a WEU council meeting 
scheduled in London today. 


France will continue to attend 


WEU meetings below the coun- 
cil level, however, and officials 
said French delegates would be 
at the semiannual WEU parlia- 
mentary assembly in Paris next 
Thursday. 


The WEU was organized in 


1954, chiefly as a device to per- 
mit the controlled rearmament 
of West Germany after a pre-De 
Gaulle French government ve- 
toed the European Army pro- 
ject. Its military functions have 
been largely taken over by the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 


The annual report of the Com- 


mon Market executive commis- 
sion, issued Monday, said in ef- 
fect that France's veto of Brit- 
ain had caused "a general dete- 
rioration 
of the 
atmosphere 


within the community." 


On another front, about 50 


British organizations reportedly 
decided in London last night to 
harass President Nixon with "a 
massive campaign of militant 
demonstrations" during his stay 
in London.

Rail Wreck 


Blasts Leave 
Seven Dead

CRETE, Neb. (AP)- A pre- 


dawn train derailment caused a 
tank car of anhydrous ammonia 
to explode in this southeast Ne- 
braska town Tuesday. Authori- 
ties said at least seven persons 
died. 


National Guard Col. Edward 


Binder said seven deaths were 
confirmed. 
And Crete Police 


Chief John Cooney said the 
count "may go higher." 


Scores of townspeople on the 


western side of this town of 
3,500 were evacuated from their 
homes as a cloud of poisonous 
ammonia gas spread over the 
area during a heavy fog. 


A dozen or more residents 


were taken to the Crete Munici- 
pal hospital for treatment. "The 
place is a chaos," a hospital 
spokesman said. 


There 
was some 
question 


whether the victims were killed 
by the gas or by the tank car 
explosion, which was triggered 
by a derailment involving sever* 
al cars of a 98-car Denverrto- 
Chicago 
Burlington 
freight 


train. The cars struck the tank 
car, which was parked on a sid- 
ing, a railroad official said. 


"Damage is terrific," said Po- 


lice ChiefCooney, 


National guardsmen and state 


police, using gas masks, aided 
in the evacuation. A helicopter 
from Lincoln, 25 miles to the 
northeast, used its rotor blades 
to help dispel the cloud of gas. 


By noon, most of the gas had 


drifted southwest of the city. 
But a strong ammonia smell 
clung to the area.

Like Cannon, they had 
been conditioned to pressures 19 
times normal to withstand the 
weight of the ocean at the Seal- 
ab's depth. 


The body of Cannon, a civilian 


with three children, was flown 
to llth Naval District headquar- 
ters at San Diego, Calif., for an 
autopsy. Deputy County Coroner 
W. T. Souza said preliminary 
tests were inconclusive. 


The depth was not unusual for

spokesmen said all divers in the 
program had been tested at that 
pressure in compression cham- 
bers without mishap.

Strong Sentiment for 
Deep Cuts in $195.3 
Billion Budget of LBJ

istration will support a one-year 
extension of the 10 per cent sur- 
tax. NeverthelesSj he said, it 
foresees a shrinkage in this 
year's budget surplus and possi- 
bly next year's, 


Robert P. Mayo, testifying be- 


fore the Senate-House Economic 
Committee, promised "a dili- 
gent effort to reduce outlays" in 
a review of former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's $195.3 bil- 
lion fiscal 1910 budget now un- 
derway. 


"I am realistic enough, how- 


ever, to appreciate that over-all 
savings are not likely to be dra- 
matic either for the few remain- 
ing months of 19G9 or for 1970," 
the budget director said. 


In the clearest declaration yet 


of the Nixon administration's 
position on whether to let the 10 
per cent surcharge on individual 
and corporation income taxes 
expire as scheduled on June 30, 
the budget chief told the law- 
makers: 


"Our administration's current 


position is to support the pro- 
posed 
extension of the sur- 


charge and the excise taxes." 


The seven per cent automo- 


bile excise tax and the 10 per 
cent telephone excise are sched- 
uled to drop to five per cent 
next Jan. 1. President Johnson 
recommended an extension, and 
Mayo's testimony disclosed that 
the Nixon administration sees 
equal need for the fiscal re- 
straint. 


The need for a surplus, how- 


ever modest, in fiscal 1969 is 
clear, Mayo said in his prepared 
testimony. 


He concurred with the Presi- 


dent's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, whose members testified

would damage any 


prospect of curbing the infla- 
tionary spiral.

Senate Armed Services Commit-

has announced plans for hear- 
ings on military aspects of the 
pact.

Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee winds up its own inquiry 
starting today with Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers as the 
leadoff witness. 


Foreign Relations, which held 


hearings last year on the treaty 
that would ban the spread of nu- 
clear arms, is expected to give 
it prompt approval. 


But while that committee has 


long been In favor of the treaty, 
the move by Armed Services 
could provide a forum or ral- 
lying point for critics unhappy 
with inspection procedures and 
other provisions. 


Rogers, in his first appear- 


ance as secretary 
before a 


congressional 
committee, had 


the assignment of following up 
on President Nixon's request of 
Feb. 5 that the Senate "act 
promptly to consider the treaty 
and give its advice and consent 
to ratification." 


Secretary of Defense Melvln 


M. Laird will appear Thursday 
in support of the presidential re- 
quest. 


The Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee approved the treaty after 
an initial round of testimony 
last September but it was not 
brought to a vote before Con- 
gress adjourned. 


The treaty would bind nuclear 


powers to keep atomic weapons 
out of the hands of countries 
that do not now have them, but 
would permit sharing peaceful 
uses of nuclear power. 


It would take effect with rati- 


fication by this country, Great 
Britain, Russia and any 40 other 
countries. It has been ratified to 
date only by Great Britain and

However, parents may indeed 


be responsible if, by their own 
negligence, they contribute to the 
injury. For instance: 


The parents of a neighborhood 


bully were warned repeatedly 
about 
his viciousness. But they 


made no effort to mend his ways. 
So when the boy threw a younger 
child down and broke his leg, the 
parents were ordered to pay dam- 
ages. The court said that, even 
though they hadn't exactly author- 
ized what their son did. they had 
encouraged him by their hands off 
attitude. 


Parental liability may also come 


from entrusting a dangerous 
in- 


strumentality to a child not yet 
ready for that kind of responsi- 
bility. 


What does the law mean by a 


"dangerous 
instrumentality"? Ob- 


vious examples are guns and cars, 
the use of which by children is 
often regulated by local statute 


But an instrumentality won't be 


classified as dangerous just because 
it is possible to him someone with 
it. Take this case: 


During a game of cowboys, a 


small boy inadvertently struck his 
playmate in the eye with a toy 
pistol. Could the boy's parents be 
held liable on the ground that they 
had entrusted a "dangerous instni- 
mentalily" to their son? 


No, ruled a court, for that would 


be stretching language too far. The 
judge said: 


"The toy pistol is universally ac- 


cepted as u child's play thing. If 
the instrumentality is not inherent- 
ly dangerous and there is no negli- 
gence in its use, there is no liability 
even though, because of accident, 
damage is caused."

Steroids Are Helpful 
To Selected Asthmatics 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q — W h a I are steroids? 


Why are they given for aller- 
gy? What undesirable side 
effects do they have? 


A—Steroids (an abbrevia- 


tion of corticosteroids) are 
drags of the cortisone group. 
They are helpful when given 
to carefully selected persons 
with allergies — chiefly se- 
vere asthmatics in whom 
the cause cannot be found or 
in whom other methods of 
treatment have failed. The 
side effects include moon- 
face, obesity, growth of hair 
on the face, weakening of the 
vertebrae and peptic ulcers. 


Q—I have had an allergy 


to the ultraviolet rays of the 
sun for six years. A sun- 
screen preparation helps me 
but I wonder whether using 
an artificial sweetener could 
have caused my allergy? 


A—The calcium cyclumate 


present in some sweeteners 
may cause an allergy to sun- 
light when used in large 
amounts. Discontinuing the 
use of the sweetener cures 
this type of allergy 


Q—I have an allergy to 


wheat. How docs one got it? 
What foods should 1 avoid'.' 


A—Food allergies usually 


have their roots in infancy. 
If an infant is given food he 
is not yet able to digest, it 
may be absorbed into his 
blood in an incompletely di- 
gested state. In the blood it 
sets up an immune reaction 
similar to that used to com- 
bat an infection. When the 
Siime fowl is eaten again, an 
attack of asthma or hives 
usually results

ing an allergic person is 
often at a disadvantage be- 
cause he doesn't a l w a y s 
know what he is eating. Von. 
tor example, should avoid 
not only all wheat breads,

South's three-club bid was 


preparatory to raising hearts 
but when North took control 
and contracted for six dia- 
monds South was delighted 
to play 
the 
hand 
there. 


Dummy's king of spades won 
the first trick. A low dia- 
mond lost to East's ace and 
a spade was led back. 


This hand illustrates the 


theme of not taking a discard 
until you have to do so. 
Eddie didn't know whether 
he should discard a heart or 
a club so he just ruffed and 
played his jack of diamonds. 


Then he cashed dummy's 


ace and king of hearts. When 
the queen dropped he did 
cash dummy's q u e e n of 
trumps and discarded his 
jack of clubs on the ace of 
spades. 


If the queen of hearts had 


not dropped, 
South would 


have discarded his jack of 
hearts on the ace of spades 
and ruffed a heart. If hearts 
broke he would have entered 
dummy with the queen of 
trumps and discarded his 
jack of clubs on the last 
heart. 
If hearts failed to 


break, he would have still 
been able to try the club 
finesse. 


In other words, the com- 


bination play was going to 
work unless one defender 
held four hearts to the queen 
and the club finesse 
was 


wrong.

Confession 
Signed After 
Torture

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - 


The U.S. Code of Conduct for 
servicemen 
taken 
prisoner 


doesn't "apply itself well" to 
modern psychological warfare, 
says the USS Pueblo's second in 
command. 


"The underlying principle be- 


hind it must be maintained— 
that is, loyalty to our govern- 
ment," Lt. Edward R. Murphy 
Jr. told a Navy court of inquiry 
Monday after saying he signed 
a fraudulent spy confession fol- 
lowing two days of North Ko- 
rean torture and two death 
threats. 


"But the state of the art (of 


war) has changed considerably 
... now we have a psychologi- 
cal warfare environment and I 
don't think it (the code) applies 
itself well in that environment." 


Murphy was asked about the 


code by an attorney for Cmdr. 
Uoyd M. Bucher, skipper of the 
Pueblo. Bucher told the court 
four weeks ago that North Ko- 
reans used torture to make him 
admit falsely to spying. Murphy 
was Bucher's executive officer. 


The court is investigating why 


the ship surrendered without a 
fight and the conduct of the 
crew as prisoners. 


Murphy, 31, was the first to 


appear in the conduct phase of 
the inquiry. He said he consid- 
ered his confession a deviation 
from the code. He said the code 
was posted on the intelligence 
ship before it was captured by 
the North Koreans last year. Its 
men were released 11 months 
later—just before Christmas. 


The code, promulgated by for- 


mer President Eisenhower after 
the Korean War, prohibits U.S. 
military 
men from divulging 


anything but name, rank, serial 
number and date of birth to 
their captors. 


Murphy said he made a false 


confession to spying—and to in- 
vading North Korean territorial 
waters—but 
not 
before

If I were to give one person 


credit for helping ward off a 
possible veto it would be State 
Senator Olen Hendrix of Pres- 
cott. The Pulaski County Land- 
owners Association telephoned 
rne Sunday suggesting that Sen. 
Hendrix was close to the gover- 
nor and would I appeal to the 
senator for help. I talked to Sen. 
Hendrix at his home Monday 
morning just as he was prepar- 
ing to return to Little Rock. He 
said both Rep. Talbot Feild, Jr., 
and he had voted for H.B. 39, but 
he would make one last repre- 
sentation to the governor Mon- 
day urging him not to veto it. 
Apparently Gov. Rockefeller lis- 
tened, and H.B. 39 became law. 


Which means that In future 


annexation plans Little Rock or 
any other Arkansas city must 
obtain a majority vote not only 
within the corporation but also 
in the rural area it proposes to 
annex.

Patman said the use of some 


of the nation's estimated 3,200 
foundations have made of their 
tax-free status "reveals the con- 
tinuing devotion of some of our 
millionaires 
to greed, rather 


than conversion 
to gracious- 


ness."

Claskey, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Founda- 
tions, Inc., said the groups are 
capable of policing themselves 
under his association's code of 
ethics, and no additional legisla- 
tion Is necessary.

as a matter of fact, not wide- 
spread as some would have you 
believe, because the experience 
of the Internal Revenue Service 
in auditing private foundation's 
returns found less than two per

Cong Bases 
Pulverized 
by Bombers

SAIGON (AP) - 
U.S. §52 


bombers 
have 
shifted 
their 


priority in the past week from 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail through 
Laos to Viet Cong bases threat- 
ening Saigon, informed sources 
reported today. 


The Stratofortr esses have pul- 


verized suspected enemy bases 
on two sides of Saigon with 7,200 
tons of explosives in the last 
seven days In spoiling raids to 
try to prevent four North Viet- 
namese divisions from massing 
for an assault against Saigon. 


Twenty-four B52s took to the 


air after the allies' 24-hour Tet 
cease-fire ended Monday eve- 
ning, striking 35 miles north to 
63 miles northwest of Saigon, 
Some of the raids were nine 
miles from the Cambodian bor- 
der. 


The big bombers average 


about 70 sorties during each 24- 
hour reporting period. Previous- 
ly about half this number were 
targeted for strikes in Laos, But 
in the past week, it is estimated 
the sorties over Laos dropped 
off to 18 a day, with the biggest 
effort shifted to the provinces 
around Saigon. 


B52 raids In the Saigon area 


were tripled for the lunar new 
year period - roughly 240 sor- 
ties, or one flight by one plane, 
were flown In the past week—in 
anticipation that the Communist 
command might try to launch 
major thrusts from its two main 
bases In War Zones D and C. 
Sources said the B52s dropped 
nearly 26,000 bombs eachwelgh- 
ing 500 and 750 iounds on these 
areas. 


Meanwhile a week's cease-fire 


declared by the Viet Cong still 
'rid four days to #j, .But U.S. 
forces had resumed full-scale 
ground operations after their
